Emikh FPascher, Halle, resnondeé sinve he stated that he felt 
himself addressed by MNuschke’s remerizs, Hite statements in 
Potscam had been checked over before éelivery by the Landes- 
verband (party orpanizaticon et Land Yevel), hence he could see 
no reason for revroach on that score. Suotations had been 
cited out of context. The matter cf the speech had been dis- 
cuss¢]j in a four-hour bloc session in Halle and it was decided 
in the end to leave final decisicn cn the matter to the CDU 
exec: tive committee of the Land (Lar GCesvorstand). The attack 
whitch CPU Peruty Fuchs nade against him should not be regarded 
as relevant since it did net come from the SED but from an 
ex-narty mun who had, incidentally, become involved in a graltt 
scandal, He stated that he regretted the misunderstanding 
caused by kis remarks at Potsdam, but that no one could claim 
that he was hypocritical.

All efforts must ope bent towards 
establiching a sincere friendshin with the USSR, 


August Bach of “eimar ssoke for the Thuringian Lanéesverband 
in stating that the events of the vest week could have been 
avoided if the narty leaders on the central committee had 
straightened matters out on their own at an earlier date, 

He came out against the policy committee in its present form, 
saying that it offered no guarantee for better work in the 
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future. The decisions of one week nast had not been satis- 
factory. A snace should be calle a snade, and the leaders 
must have the courrge to clear the atmosvhere. Nuschke must 
say more than hes teen the case in the vast.

Franz Reczicex, renresentative of the workers in the Saxony- 
Anhalt CDU, caic that the organization of rarty grouns within 
factories was going forward. 


Otto Freitag of Presden objected to Bech's statements and 
called for nlain sneaking. One should naturally have the 
courage to learn from this exrerience and only a fool would 
went to do away with the reforms, but he refused to have a 
part in nolitical Ceals and asked that Hickmanr. te given the 
ovrortunity to find the right road. Fven the SED thought 
that neovle who were nolitical fence-sitters were suitable 
meteriel for the National Front. The same rule snouid epply 
to the CDU. Whoever cannot abice by the decisions of the 
vcolicy committee should go. The frienely handshake exchanged 
between Nuschke and Hickmann at Fr. Kirsch'’s funeral had 
been nolitically symbolical for many. The central committee 
must meke the varty line clear. “ar and peace are in the 
batanee. The nolicy of neutrality must be onposed. The 

CDU stands on the side of the forces of neace. Freitag 
attested to his btetief in socialism. He warned that it 

must be exvected that verhans other party leaders would 
fall. 


Arnold Gohr, chairman of the Ferlin Landesvorstand, declared 
that he had seen the present develonments coming eince the 

CDU had strayed from its rrogram as laid down in July 1945. 
The crisis Kaiser had created hed never been dispelled with 
radical enough action. He asked that all local groups study 
the theses of the Ferlin Landesverband as well as the declara- 


tion of the nolicy committee. “slither Rucker's article which © 


anreared in the Thuringian nress shovld also be given 
attention. 


Karl Grobbel, chairman of the Brendenburg Landesverband, 
spoke of the difficult position of his crranization. It 
was excentionally difficult to make his menbershin accept 
the Cder~Neisse line, and for this reason he welcomed the 


_@eclaration of the volicy committee. The exnlanation for 


cooneration between the CSU and the CDJ which Jaxot Faiser 
gave on the radgic had been a blow for nis organization. 

He asked that vrogressives be given sore prominence and 
mentioned in this connection the name of Landrat Gerlich 
of Cst-Priegnitz. Grobtel stated that he was exerting an 
effort to make his organization rrogressive and he would 
Jike everyone to te awere of that fact. Much trouble was 
caused by PIAS pronaganda which called for nmecrle to refuse 
to do what the SEP wanted. There is the need for much 
enlightenment to prevent frienés of the narty from becoming 
tools of fcreign interests. 


Sehmidt, Tand secretary from “eimar, called for plain talk. 
The blame for what had haprened should be placed on the CDU 
rather than the SED since the CDU varty line had failed to 
influence every nerty member. Ever since Frfurt, a gan has 
existed between the snokesmen of the vtarty and the rank and 
file. The shake-un necessery to the narty will require 
reorientetion affecting the lowest rarks of the narty. The 
infection in the party must be scotched. All members must 
be brought around to the viewvoint rerresented by the 
leipzig decisions. 
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the Teingig devisions nronerly. The daily nress must be used 
more and more for enlightement. It hapnened teo often that 
the economy wes betrayed as, for exanrle, by the resvonsible 
varties on the island of Kiems. He asked for better rersonnel 
eo that the rarty'’s rrogrem can be carried out. It had been 
apparent that some vrarty sneakers hed not alweys been sure 

of themselves, The vress had recently nublished four adver~ 
tisements fron “estern firms. Party discinline must become 
more strict, and the wrong tone should be avoided in committee 
discussions, as, for exazmle, in debating the workers’ nro~ 
tective act. Party leaders must find the courage to command. 
Steidle exrvessec astonishment thet Grobbel had brought up 
the Oder-Neisse line epain. Such veople shoulé have asked 
for the flcor in Leinzig. (Shorts: It wasn't vermitted!) 
Agenauier's attitude wae to be eccncemned. A Cefinitive stand 
must be taken for Soviet-German friendshin. It was toc bad 
that the Neve Zeit had missed the onnertunity to give immedi- 
ate answer to en article in the Telegraf which hed branded 
Stalin a war criminal. Ste‘dle claimed that he had continuel 
difficulties as minister becsuse the Temocratic “omen‘’s Union 
asserted that CDU women did not cconerate. The world is 
verging on war, and therefore the struggle for neace must. 

be all the more vigorous. 


Georg Dertingsr stated that the exchange cf views had cleared 
tne atmosnhere, but more attention must be given to a clarifi- 
cation of the ~arty's decisions and to the case cf Hickmann, 
Schwob, “itte and others. To get and keep the right sort of 
neonle in the party was the oroblem of the future. Fmnhasis 
on the elections was misguiced. Although the West is increas- 
ing its war wroraranda, the narty hed failed to sift out its 
leaders until it was too late. Side«estenping of the issues 
could no lonzer be excused. The responsibility for inner-~ 
narty corrurtion lies with Jakob Kaiser, who rarticulerly in 
the recent nast has succeeded in causing confusion among the 
renk and file. Muschke remains too reserved in his anvroach. 
Since the nroner stens were not taken in time, the vressure 

of the mob had recently been necessary to bring action. The 
Hickmann incident had certainly not been engineered with any 
ulterior motives but had been dramatized because of the world 
situation. The Soviet Control Commission could not be blamed 
for not trusting the CDU. It is the task of the »arty, now 

at the last moment, to sten in and act in a Christian 
Temocratic way. The Christian “est had tro million unensloyed, 
pornographic literature, and a foreign Jegion. All must admit 
that the East German "savages" are better Christians. The 
will of the working class exerted pressure in the case of 
Hicknann. A weeCing out of the membership of the Landes- 
verbande ,should bring a much more vigorous» stand on issues. 


Fried of Berlin called for a clearer statement of policy. 
There should be no reel surnrise at the current predicament 
of the narty since the rarty's stand against Adenauer and 
Kaiser had un to this time not been clear enough. Since 
1919 Adenauer's policy had been senaratism. Kaicer's nolicy 
of last-ditch defense could only have dangerous consequences, 


Walther Rucker of Frfurt called attention to the fact that 
the Thuringian Landesverband could not agree to any attempts 


‘to justify Hickmann's choice of versonnel. Thuringia refused 


to accert his actions as vell as his nolitical oninions. The

SED had a rerfect right to intervene. Dertinger naintains 
that Hickmann might be retained; this was wrong. He may 
esteem him versonsily, tut he must fighs hin politically. 
Freitag and Jentsch were involved in intrigues which would 
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ret the rartyv into siniler difficulties in another four 
veers. “hat Freitag nad said today cculd not he taken 
seriously. 


14. Feinhold TLobedang likewise called for a clearly defined 
mevbershir rolicy and exnressed the oninion that “Witte 
could not be retained much longer. 


15. Dertinger asked for the flcor and called for a clarifi- 
caticn of Rucker's remarks. He wished to know if they 
shoulé be construed as a statement of Jack of confidence 
in zone: Jeadershir.

17. Fren Schdfer of Berlin called for a well-defined stand on 
mass organiesticns. and the Democratic "omen's Union. 


1€. Wilhelm Pache welcomed Fascher's statements and exnressed 
the hore that tie would take the same stand in nublic. He 
demanded thet the erecvtive comaittees of the L¥nder vurge 
themselves at their rext elections. The decision must be 
made to change the coaracter of the varty's membershin 
even if it meant that manv would drop out in the future. 
The outside influence on narty affeirs was justified. 

The CIV should see the point cf what has hanpened. Those 
who don't belong in the rarty should get out. ‘Whoever 
doesn't vay his dues rust be regarded as nolitically 
unreliatlie. Those whe fail to pay dues must be exvelled. 
It would be better to have 22,000 than 220,CCC members if 
those who remain are united by common conviction. The gan 
betveen leaderchin ané members must be closed, Rohner had 
been a disappointment ond the SED was not to blane if it 
showec itself mistrustful. He demanded thet every office- 
holcer in the varty be submitted to serutiny. The fune- 
tionaries whe do not mect requirements should be expelled 
from the varty. There are vienty of progressives in the 
CPU, but they must have more to say for themselves. 


19. Freitag of Saxony objected to Riicker's remarks in which he 

was charged with nolitleal intrigue. Freitag stated that, 

Jike Hickmann, he must raise the question of whether he had 
the narty's confidence. 


2c. Riicker exrressed the orinion thet Freitag and Jentsch should 
be given the same treatment as Hickmann. 


21. Nusehke stated that Freitag'’s case wer a matter for clerifi- 
ation by the volicy committee. "ith regaré to Rohner, he 

seid that the man was one cf the fcurders of the CTU. He 
regretted Rohner‘s decision to leave the rarty. He then 
read a letter from Rehner in which the latter stated that 
he could not be exrected to stay in the narty since they 
spat at his wife in Oranienburg, struck down his daughter, 
and excluded his son from the state examinations. WNuschke 
exoressed the hore thet the differences arising from the 
Hickmann ¢crase coule be ironed cut. Hickmann eculd not have 
remained in the narty since Fieck had seid that it was a 
political necessity for him to disanpear from the volitical 

' seene. Nuschke insisted that the board of examination for 
Hickmann's case was necessary since it is imnogsitle to 
nass juégment sinvly on the basis of a remark. Fecently 
a high functionary of the Thurirgian Landesverband had 
exceeded his leave by eight days and the Landesverband had 
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asked Nuschke to exrel him.’ Cn this occasion Nuschke had 
also said that a check must first be made and consequently 
Aid not nut through the order for exrulsion. The men in 
question was fucker. ("oars of laughter.) 


22. Rucrer declaved that he woulé not recognize the nolicy 
committoe until Steftdle and Genter-~Gilmans were elected 
to it. 


23. Frau Schefer cf Berlin comylained that her votion on’ mass 
organizations hac not come ur for consideration. 


24, Nuschke maintains3 that this motion had not been submitted
